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REPORT. 


Viewing  the  year  1935,  there  is  an  evident  return  to 
improved  conditions.  Employment  is  improving,  and  the 
reflection  is  evident  upon  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  which 
has  decreased  to  41,  as  compared  with  53  in  1934. 

The  deaths  due  to  Zymotic  diseases  were  fewer, 
although  the  death-  rate  was  somewhat  increased.  This  was 
due  to  the  low  incidence  of  those  diseases.  Immunisation  in 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  is  becoming  more  popular,  and 
local  practitioners  are  doing  a great  deal  in  promoting  this 
branch  of  preventive  medicine,  and  their  co-operation  is 
much  appreciated.  On  the  other  hand,  vaccination  does  not 
appear  to  show  any  increase,  there  being  a large  number 
of  defaulters  and  conscientious  objectors. 

Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  continues  along  former  lines. 
The  number  notified  during  1935  is  remarkably  reduced. 
Although  this  is,  to  a certain  extent,  satisfactory,  one  cannot 
take  this  as  an  indication  of  the  lowering  of  the  incidence 
of  the  disease.  We  still  hope  for  an  improvement  of  the 
facilities  available  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  cases.

Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report — Year  1935. 


The  Water  Supply  throughout  the  year  was  well  main- 
tained, and  no  restrictions  were  imposed  for  either  trade  or 
domestic  purposes. 

An  Act  was  passed  through  Parliament  and  the  Royal 
Assent  obtained  in  June,  1935,  for  powers  to  construct  a 
Reservoir  on  the  River  Carron  by  constructing  an  Embank- 
ment near  to  Easter  Craigannet  Farm  across  the  River 
Carron  and  retaining  the  waters  thereof.  Another  Embank- 
ment is  to  be  constructed  across  the  Small  Burn  at  Randie- 
ford  Bridge — the  Small  Burn  flows  into  the  River  Endrick. 

The  area  draining  naturally  into  the  Reservoir  is  about 
9,300  acres,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a quantity  of  about  17| 
million  gallons  per  day  will  be  available,  including  for  com- 
pensation water.  The  capacity  of  the  Reservoir  will  be 
about  4,000  million  gallons,  and  the  top  water  level  738  feet 
above  ordnance  datum. 

About  one  mile  of  the  public  road  between  Cairnoch 
and  Smallburn  will  be  submerged,  and  a new  road  will 
have  to  be  made  at  a higher  level. 

It  is  proposed  to  lay  a pipe  from  the  main  Embank- 
ment to  Longhill  Filters,  and  this  pipe  will  be  coupled  up 
with  the  existing  main  from  Faughlin  Reservoir,  which  dis- 
charges into  Little  Denny  Reservoir  and  Drumbowie 
Reservoir. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  Scheme  is  £258,000. 

The  work  of  construction  was  commenced  in  September, 
1935,  and  it  is  proceeding. 

Distribution  piping  was  laid  for  Housing  Schemes  and 
also  for  private  building  enterprise  where  necessary.

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Drainage  System. — This  continues  as  before,  although 
complaints  regarding  effluvia  emitting  from  the  drains  still 
are  lodged,  but  these  are  dealt  with  by  the  respective  depart- 
ments. 

Rivers  Pollution. — No  complaints  have  been  made  in 
this  connection. 

Offensive  Trades. — The  Fish  Manure  Works  at  Rough 
Castle  still  continue  to  give  cause  for  complaint,  and,  despite 
repeated  remarks  on  this  subject  and  notes  in  previous 
Annual  Reports  with  reference  to  a more  strict  control, 
nothing  has  been  done,  and  the  community  is  still  exposed 
to  the  disagreeable  odours  these  works  emit  from  time  to 
time. 

Swimming  Baths. — The  Public  Baths  are  well  patron- 
ised, the  admissions  averaging  about  150,000  per  annum. 

The  Reports  on  the  analysis  of  the  Bath  Water  are  satis- 
factory, and  free  or  available  chlorine  is  present  0.35  parts 
per  million.  This  amount  would  not  cause  any  inconveni- 
ence to  the  bathers,  and  maintains  the  water  at  the  standard 
laid  down  in  “ The  Purification  of  the  Water  of  Swimming 
Baths,”  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1935,  532  persons  availed  themselves  of  the 
remedial  baths,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Burials. — Under  Section  69  P.H.  (Scotland)  Act,  six 
burials  were  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  the  Local 
Authority.  No  expense  was  recovered  in  any  of  the  cases. 

Burgh  Clinic. — The  work  on  this  building  progresses, 
but,  unfortunately,  it  will  not  be  ready  for  opening  for  some 
time. 

The  attendance  at  the  present  Clinic  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  despite  the  existing  conditions.  When  the  new 
Clinic  is  opened  it  is  hoped  those  numbers  will  increase 
still  further.

19  cases  died;  14  males,  5 females. 

This  is  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0.04  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  These  included: —

1 Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

Tuberculosis. — There  were  24  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis;  8 of  these  were  males  and  16  were  females. 
This  is  equal  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.63  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  These  figures  are  slightly  higher  than 
those  of  last  year,  which  were  17  deaths,  equal  to  an  annual 
death  rate  of  0.45  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuebrculosis, 
3 of  which  were  males  and  2 were  females,  equal  to  an 
annual  death  rate  of  0.013  per  1,000  of  the  population.  These 
figures  were  slightly  lower  than  those  of  last  year,  which 
were  9 deaths,  equal  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.24  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

Pneumonia. — There  were  39  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
Pneumonia,  of  which  29  were  males  and  10  were  females, 
giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  1.03  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion. These  figures  are  an  improvement  on  those  of  last 
year,  which  were  51  cases,  making  a death  rate  of  1.08  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 
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Other  Respiratory  Diseases. — Including  Bronchitis,  there 
were  27  deaths  from  other  Respiratory  Diseases,  as  com- 
pared with  26  deaths  last  year.  12  were  males  and  15  were 
females,  equal  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.71,  as  com- 
pared with  0.79  for  last  year. 

Cancer. — There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Cancer  during  the  year  1935,  there  being  54  deaths,  as 
compared  with  59  during  the  previous  year.  29  were  males 
and  25  were  females.  This  is  equal  to  an  annual  death  rate 
of  1.43  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  1.57  per 
1,000  of  the  population  during  the  previous  year. 

Vascular  Diseases. — During  the  year  there  were  88 
deaths  under  this  heading,  which  includes  all  types  of  heart 
disease.  Other  circulatory  diseases  caused  13  deaths, 
cerebral  haemorrhage  causing  48  deaths,  giving  a total  of  149 
deaths  from  vascular  diseases.  74  were  males  and  75  were 
females,  accounting  for  24.95  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  3.94,  as  compared  with  a total 
of  135  deaths,  giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  3.6  for  the 
previous  year. 

PRINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  302  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year  1935,  as  compared  with  291  cases 
notified  during  the  previous  year.  274  cases  were  under  15 
years  of  age.  288  were  removed  to  Hospital,  while  14  were 
treated  at  home.  There  was  1 death.  Although  the  disease 
was  fairly  widespread,  the  greatest  monthly  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  during  the  month  of  January,  when  43 
cases  were  notified;  October  was  next,  with  35.  The  lowest 
number  was  notified  during  April,  when  only  17  cases  were 
notified.

Three  cases  died,  as  compared  with  6 for  the  previous  year. 
North  Ward  was  highest  with  34  cases;  while  the  Camelon 
Ward  had  15  cases;  the  Middle,  West,  and  East  Wards  had 
7,  12  and  13  respectively.

18  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  11  were  treated  at  home.  The  highest  number  of  cases 
was  from  the  Camelon  Ward,  which  had  10  cases;  while  the 
East,  Middle,  North,  and  West  Wards  had  5,  9,  3,  and  2 
respectively.

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. — There  were  7 cases  of 
Puerperal  infection  notified,  3 of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  4 of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  as  compared  with  a total  of  8 cases  last 
year.  Five  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  2 were 
treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths.  Camelon  Ward 
was  again  highest,  with  4 cases.

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BURGH  HOSPITAL. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  continued  to  be  very  preva- 
lent throughout  1935.  There  were  38  cases  remaining  in 
Hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  286  cases  were  ad- 
mitted; 282  were  discharged;  there  was  1 death;  and  41  re- 
mained at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Complications  were  fairly  common,  but  were  not  of  a 
serious  nature  in  most  cases.  Nephritis  occurred  in  8 cases, 
acute  rheumatism  in  2,  and  a secondary  rash  in  2.  Otitis 
media,  purulent  rhinetis,  adenitis  and  septic  fingers  were 
present  in  a number  of  cases,  but  all  those  discharged  were 
well,  with  one  exception,  when  a boy  was  discharged  at  his 
parents’  request  after  43  days,  a purulent  rhinitis  being  still 
present. 

The  fatal  case  occurred  in  an  adult  after  28  days.  He 
had  been  in  poor  health  for  a considerable  time  before 
admission,  and  the  immediate  cause  of  death  was  cardiac 
failure. 

Total  residence  for  patients  discharged  was  9,942  days, 
giving  an  average  residence  of  31.7  days. 

Diphtheria. — 23  cases  of  Diphtheria  remained  in  Hospi- 
tal on  1st  January,  1935;  81  were  admitted  during  the  year; 
90  were  discharged;  3 died;  and  11  remained  on  1st  January, 
1936.  A few  patients  were  very  ill  on  admission,  but,  on 
the  whole,  cases  were  less  severe  than  in  1934.  Complica- 
tions were  few  in  number,  and  all  cases  discharged  were 
well.  Of  the  fatal  cases,  one  consisted  of  nasal  and  pharyn- 
geal diphtheria,  complicated  by  broncho  pneumonia;  one 
was  a haemorrhage  diphtheria  which  had  been  ill  at  home 
for  five  days  before  a doctor  was  called,  and  died  after  four 
days  in  Hospital;  and  the  third  was  a case  of  nasal  and 
laryngeal  diphtheria  in  an  infant  of  six  months,  who  died 
after  two  days  in  hospital. 

One  case  admitted  as  a mixed  infection  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  had  a throat  swab  positive  for  Diphtheria, 
but  showed  no  evidence  of  Scarlet  Fever.

Pneumonia. — Two  cases  remained  at  the  end  of  1934,  46 
were  admitted,  34  were  dismissed,  11  died,  and  3 remained 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Of  those  admitted,  36  were  Lobar  Pneumonia,  9 
Broncho-Pneumonia,  and  1 was  an  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 
Two  were  cases  of  Unresolved  Pneumonia,  one  of  which  was 
transferred  to  the  Sanatorium,  where  he  is  doing  well;  and 
the  other  was  discharged  well  after  101  days.  One  case  had 
been  ill  for  five  weeks  at  home,  was  admitted  so  that  a 
diagnosis  of  empyema  might  be  confirmed,  and  was  then 
transferred  to  Falkirk  Royal  Infirmary. 

Total  residence  for  those  discharged  well,  1,312  days; 
average,  41  days.

Erysipelas. — There  were  2 cases  in  Hospital  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1934;  18  were  admitted,  2 died,  17  were  dis- 
charged, and  1 remained  at  the  end  of  1935. 

Two  proved  to  be  cases  of  cellulitis  of  the  thigh,  with 
abscess  formation,  and  one  of  these  was  transferred  to 
Falkirk  Royal  Infirmary.

Puerperal  Fever. — There  were  no  cases  in  Hospital  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.— One  case  was  admitted,  and 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  Lumbar  Puncture.  The  condi- 
tion was  rather  a typical  and  sub-acute,  and  proved  fatal 
after  10  days. 

Whooping-Cough. — One  case  was  admitted.  It  was 
complicated  by  convulsions  and  broncho-penumonia,  and 
death  occurred  4 days  after  admission. 
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Summary. — In  all,  440  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Fever 
Hospital;  429  were  discharged,  there  were  19  deaths,  65 
remained  at  the  beginning  and  57  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SANATORIUM. 

At  the  end  of  1934,  there  remained  in  the  Sanatorium  36 
cases,  of  whom  24  were  suffering  from  Pulmonary  and  12 
from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

During  1935  there  were  admitted  32  Pulmonary  and  11 
Non-Pulmonary  cases.  The  sputum  was  positive  in  9 in- 
stances. 

24  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discharged, 
there  were  11  deaths,  and  21  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  fatal  cases,  4 were  in  the  last  stages  of  Phthisis  on 
admission,  death  occurring  in  13,  19,  7,  and  3 days  respec- 
tively.

BACTERIOLOGY. 

Throat  swabs  numbered  334,  of  which  39  were  positive 
and  295  negative  for  B.  Diphtheria  The  number  of  sputa 
examined  was  67,  and  of  these  18  were  positive  and  67  nega- 
tive for  B.  Tuberculosis. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  will  be  essential  to  consider  a more  unified  scheme 
for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  on  a much  larger  scale 
than  has  heretofore  been  in  operation. 

Individual  Authorities  cannot  provide  adequate  treat- 
ment for  all  the  cases.  In  view  of  this,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  formulate  a scheme  whereby  several  Authorities  will 
combine  to  provide  treatment  for  the  different  types  of  the 
disease. 

A Joint  Committee  is  necessary,  which  will  have  under 
its  control,  institutions  for  the  different  types  and  grades  of 
the  disease,  so  that  a proper  separation  of  the  cases  can  be 
carried  out. 

Under  such  a scheme  there  would  be  institutions  for 
early  and  advanced  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  for 
Non-Pulmonary  cases  and  those  requiring  orthopaedic  treat- 
ment; with  additional  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  de- 
bilitated children  of  tuberculous  parents.  Such  a scheme 
would  require  elaboration,  and  would  be  an  advance  from 
the  stationary  position  which  one  feels  the  treatment  of 
tuberculous  cases  is  in  at  the  moment. 

Locally,  one  feels  restricted  with  only  a single  institu- 
tion, with  a limited  number  of  beds,  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

I do  not  consider  that  the  disposal  of  cases  to  institutions 
should  be  with  the  Local  Authority.

NURSING  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1935. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  patients  nursed  in 
their  own  homes  was  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  which 
was  483,  but  many  of  our  patients  were  of  a type  which 
required  a great  deal  of  attention  and  supervision.  There- 
fore, the  number  of  nursing  visits  was  increased  by  238;  the 
total  number  of  visits  paid  for  all  work  was  18,874. 
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Under  the  heading  of  Public  Health  work,  we  visit 
Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers,  all  children  from  infancy 
up  to  the  age  of  5 years,  and  Tubercular  cases,  the  total 
number  of  visits  being  8,286.  The  Burgh  is  divided  into 
four  sections,  and  one  Nurse  is  responsible  for  each  area, 
where  she  carries  out  the  duties  of  Sick  Nursing  in  addition 
to  Health  Nursing. 

The  Nurses  on  their  routine  visits  advise  mothers  re 
the  management  of  children,  and  try  to  remedy  defects  such 
as  improper  feeding,  irregular  habits,  etc.  The  necessitous 
cases  are  advised  to  visit  our  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  where, 
and  by  authority  from  the  Doctor,  help  may  be  given  in  the 
form  of  supplies  of  Milk,  etc. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  our  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  has  increased,  although  we  are  still  suffering 
from  the  lack  of  accommodation  there,  but  the  prospect 
of  our  new  Child  Welfare  Clinic  being  ready  for  occupancy 
in  the  near  future,  we  have  great  hope  of  being  able  to 
procure  a better  individual  instruction  for  the  mothers  who 
attend. 

The  death  rate  among  infants  for  the  year  is  still  fairly 
high,  which  was  principally  due  to  Debility.  The  number 
of  still-births  was  28. 

With  usual  generous  supply  of  warm,  comfortable  gar- 
ments from  our  Needlework  Guild  and  various  Church 
Work  Parties,  we  had  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  relieve 
and  comfort  a great  many  needy  people. 

The  money  from  the  Needlework  Guild  was  spent  on 
providing  extra  nourishment  and  other  necessities  for  our 
sick  poor. 

Miss  Towers,  Wellside  Terrace,  continues  to  give  us  her 
much  valued  service  at  our  weekly  Child  Welfare  Clinic, 
for  which  we  are  very  grateful.

Milk. — Bacteriological  examination  was  made  of  32 
samples  of  milk,  and  7 of  the  samples  proved  positive  to 
Coliform  Eacilli  in  100c. c.  Tubercular  Bacilli  were  found 
in  one  of  the  samples  submitted,  the  milk  being  from  a farm 
in  the  County  area.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  notified  accordingly. 

Milk  brought  into  the  Burgh  from  outside  areas  is 
periodically  examined.  It  is  tested  for  sediment  and  bac- 
terial contents.  35  samples  were  subjected  to  the  visual 
test  for  sediment.  No  disease  has  been  traceable  to  milk 
or  milk  products. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — The  total  number  of  samples 
purchased  or  procured  for  examination  by  the  Public 
Analyst  was  101.  27  were  formally  or  officially  purchased, 

and  74  were  taken  for  test  purposes.  Of  the  formal  samples, 
all  were  certified  genuine;  5 of  the  test  samples  were  found 
not  genuine.  Milk  continues  to  be  the  most  common  article 
sampled.  70  such  samples  were  taken — 24  formal,  and  46 
informal. 

HOUSING. 

The  difficulties  associated  with  housing  continue,  despite 
the  various  Acts,  etc. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognised  that  problems 
of  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  centre  on  the  ques- 
tion of  housing,  and  one  feels  with  increasing  acuteness  that 
the  ultimate  good  health  of  the  community  depends  entirely 
upon  the  provision  of  suitable  homes  for  the  people,  and 
such  provision  would  raise  the  general  standard  of  health 
throughout  the  country. 

The  promotion  of  schemes  for  clearance  areas  and  new 
housing  districts,  with  all  the  attendant  good  features, 
should  be  encouraged  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Locally,  the  lack  of  houses  presents  a difficult  problem, 
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and  one  feels  that  much  more  could  be  done,  and  a greater 
push  forward  of  new  schemes  would  meet  the  demand, 
which  is  growing  greater  every  day. 

Referring  to  my  comments  upon  housing  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  last  year,  I suggested  that  housing  should  be 
incorporated  in  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme  for  the  Burgh,  but 
so  far  this  has  not  been  as  broadly  adopted  as  I would 
wish.  Nevertheless,  I have  had  the  good  co-operation  of 
the  Housing  Department,  and  through  their  good  offices  I 
have  been  able  to  rehouse  quite  a few  cases  where  health 
was  suffering  from  bad  housing  conditions. 

BLINKBONNY  HOME. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Smith  for  the  following  Report 
on  the  year’s  working  of  the  Blinkbonny  Home: —

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  report  on  the  condition  and  medical  administra- 
tion of  Blinkbonny  Home  for  the  year  1935. 

No  structural  alteration  has  been  found  necessary 
during  last  year. 

The  accommodation  for  both  sexes  has  been  adequate 
in  the  ordinary  Wards,  but  there  is  still  room  for  expansion 
of  both  Male  and  Female  Sick  Wards.

As  formerly,  the  bulk  of  the  cases  admitted  were  Senile 
and  Cardiac.  There  were  3 parturitions,  4 malignancies, 
and  3 pneumonias. 

The  work  of  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  has  been  exceo- 
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tionally  good,  and  the  dietary  is  well  considered,  varied, 
sufficient,  and  well  cooked.

HOSPITAL  AND  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  FOR  THE 
RESIDENTS  IN  THE  AUTHORITY’S  AREA. 

The  Hospital  facilities  available  and  invested  in  the 
ownership  of  the  Falkirk  Town  Council  include  the  Falkirk 
Infecious  Diseases  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  and  Blinkbonny 
Home.  The  former  provides  37  beds  for  Tuberculosis,  which 
includes  10  beds  for  treatment  of  children.  There  is  ade- 
quate accommodation  for  isolation  purposes  in  a special 
Isolation  Block.  There  are  32  beds  available  for  Scarlet 
Fever.  Other  notified  diseases  are  accommodated  when  the 
necessity  arises. 

There  is  a block  which  provides  12  beds — 6 for  males 
and  6 for  females — reserved  for  Smallpox.  It  is  essential 
that  this  block  be  available,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
it  is  in  such  a state  of  disrepair.  The  Town  Council  would 
be  well  advised  to  consider  the  putting  of  this  building  in 
good  order. 

The  only  Out-Patients’  Department  connected  with  the 
Hospital  is  for  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Treatment,  the  equipment 
being  by  a Mercury  Vapour  Lamp  and  two  25-ampere 
Carbon  Arc  Lamps.  The  treatment  of  out-patients  at  the 
Hospital  will  happily  be  discontinued  when  the  new  Clinic 
is  opened,  as  there  provision  will  be  made  for  all  types  of 
Light  Therapy. 

Cases  are  removed  to  the  Burgh  Hospital  in  the  Hospital 
Ambulance.  For  the  removal  of  all  other  cases  of  non- 
infectious  nature,  there  is  available  the  St.  Andrew’s  Ambu- 
lance. 

For  the  hospitalisation  of  Smallpox  cases,  the  Town 
Council  has  a joint  interest  with  the  County  Council  in  the 
Hospital  at  Taylorton. 

Provision  of  Insulin. — 75,600  units  were  supplied  to  6 
necessitous  cases  of  Diabetes  (females),  at  a cost  of 
£31  14s.  Od.  These  were  supplied  in  tubes  of  100  and  200 
units  per  5c. c. 

Vaccination  (Scotland)  Act,  1907. — The  number  of  con- 
scientious objections  recorded  during  the  year  ended  Decem- 
ber, 1935,  was  544. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  continues  to  be  such  a 
large  number  of  people  who  strongly  object  to  vaccination.
